world, and ierhai. plungn Ireland into a more

deplorable condition than ever.
The facts are as follows: Gladstone has been

exerting all Ida iwer to ecnre jeace and con-

tent in Ireland, and was in a fair way to nueceed.

Parnell and the other IrWi members of Parlia-

ment, confined in prison, were released, and pro-

ceeded to London. Mr. Korster, the Chief Secre-

tary of Ireland, protested against this, saying

that the only way to preserve peace was by harsh

ine&snrex, and by keeping such agitators as Par-

nell and his colleagues in confinement. Glad-

stone held that mildnes- was the b-- way; and

therefore Parnell and the others were nleased,

whereupon Forster resigned his office- - in the

Ministry. Lord Frederick Cavendish was ap-

pointed to the vacancy, and proceeded to Ireland.
While he represented Gladstone's conciliatory
poliey, he was not the man the Irish agitators
wanted. This seems to have been the only ex-

cuse for the crime. Saturday evening, aa Lord
Cavendish and Thomas Henry Burke, the Under
Secretary, were walking alone in Phoenix Park,
Dublin, a car drove np, containing four men,
two of whom jumped out, and commenced an
assault upon the two officials, stabbing them in
the throat and breast, and then drove off. When
found, soon alter, the two officers were dead,
and no trace of the murderers has been obtained.

It seems that the leaders of agitation in Ire-

land do not want peace and quiet. It would de-

stroy their occupation. As long as they can
keep np trouble in Ireland, Irishmen in America
will send their money home, to "aid the caute,"
and the leaders will pocket it.

Assassination is what O'Donovan Kos&a and
his crowd hate been working for. The Irishmen
of this County n ill remember that this is the
very thing we cautioned them against seeming
to endorse, when they organized their Land

, League, last Summer, and which some of them
took unkindly. P. V. Wise and the other speak-

er endorsed this assassination business, and this
has been the object of some of their stripe, from

tlte beginning.
It will be a wonder if this outrage does not

cause a revulsion of feeling in England, and de-

stroy all sympathy for Ireland, and bring the
prison, the gibbet, and the bayonet again to the
front.

En. Cniar; I thoaght I would write you a few

lines, this morning, to give you a brief sketch of
some of the many improvements tast nave been
made fn Ohio, since my hut visit here, sme six

years ago.
In the first plaee, I will mention Springfield as

she is one of tbe. If not the grejtert. mannfactwiag
cities of Ohio. Only a few years ago, Springfield
was a town of only fire five or sis thousand inhab-

itants; but since tbe loeatina if the Champion Ma-

chine Shops she has gvwn to be a city of some
thirty thousand, and from the way tbe city is boom-

ing at this time, her prospective future is great, and

the outlook for her in the near future Is, that she
will equal. If not surpass, the bet cities of Ohio. Ia
many points of view. Springfield takes the lead.
Her wster power cannot be excelled ia any country.
Mad Hirer runs through tbe west part of the eity,
and Buck Creek through the north part of the city.
These streams sfford the best f wster for mdhng,
and running all kinds of machinery. Besides these
stream, tbey have a water power in the northeaat
part of the eity. that affords the city with an abund-

ance of water, and It is so constructed and arranged,
that at the shorter notice, they can be ready in cae
there Is a fire, and their fire enginea are the neatest
and complctMtof the kind lever saw in my life;
and it docs seem to me, that if their fire companies
are couponed of good, trusty and careful working
men, their city is perfectly safe from fire. I wss In

the city last Saturday, and while there, they started
the report of fire in the north part of town, and to
see the fire company get around with their Urge im-

proved engines, in doable quick time, was astonish-
ing to se the great improvements of the day in this
one Important matter. The fire was extinguished ha

a very short time, with but very little damage to
property.

I wss in Springfield last week and week before,
seme three days, and had a very pleasant visit, and
have been invited to come again, by the foreman of
the machine shop. What 1 have seen of the ma-

chine shops, is In many respects very wonderful.
To see the amount of labor that is being done by
man labor, assisted by machinery. Is beyond descrip-
tion. When they put up a machine a minute, their
working capacity hi very great. This Is what one of
the foremaen told me they aimed to do. There are
a great many men employed in these machine shops,
many of whom have large families, which have ad-

ded greatly to the population of tbe to a. Some
say there are between twenty five hundred and three
thousand hands employed in the shops. The Cham-

pion's naw shops, In the east end of the town, wdl
be, when finished, one of the greatest machine shops
in the world. They are putting up five buildings,
or, in other words, wings, for they all hare the same
front. The front of the budding is 700 feet long.

The wings of the building will be, when completed,
1.GO0 fret long, aud five stories high. Two more

wings will be 1.300 feet long. These buildings are
put up vf the very best material, and the work is g

done by the very best of mechanics, and in the
best of style These shops, when finished, will give
work to thousand of hands, and ths working capac-

ity of these machine shops will be immense almost
beyond description.
